Applicant's proposed amendment, if entered, would require further consideration and/or search and may contain new matter, because, for 
example, the proposed amendment seeks to amend the administration of the antibody to once every one to two weeks from the previously 
recited administration of the antibody no more frequently that once every two weeks, which would require further search and/or 
consideration. . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The request for reconsideration is predicated upon 
entry of the proposed amendment and the entry and then meritorious consideration of the 1.132 declaration; and as the amendment and 
declaration have not been entered, Applicant's request is presently moot and has not been considered. 

Continuation of 13. Other: Explanation of 8. In this case the 1.132 declaration filed November 17, 2009, will not be entered because 
Applicant has failed to provide a showing of good and sufficient reasons why the declaration was not earlier presented. Notably, the Final 
action mailed 7/17/09 maintained the 103 rejection from the first office action, so the declaration could have been presented earlier.
